power, 

That is provided that 
those domains of au- 
thority on which they 
rule are not ques- 
tioned, challenged or 
threatened. 

The continued admi- 
nistrative fragmenta- 
tion of the code has 
allowed for the emerg- 
ence of an increasing 
number of administra- 
tors, whose main in- 
terests are self pre- 
servation and esteem. 

The National Soccer 
League switch to sum- 
mer football has pro- 
duced some encourag- 
ing results, but is yet to 
stand the real test of 
time.

The Football Spec- 
tators Bill has passed 
its third reading in the 
House of Commons, 
but there is still little 
agreement on how, 
when, or even if the 
cards should be bought 
in.
